Precancels on First Class 
Mail Matter 





The question has often been asked as 
to whether precancel stamps may be used 
on first class mail matter and altho it is 
generally known that this is done at 
times, collectors should be interested in 
the regulations of the Department gov- 
eming such use and it is to be noted 
that when so used, the precanceled stamp 
must also be cancelled by the user be- 
fore depositing in the mails. 

This latter regulation would not make 
the collecting of these stamps popular 
if their use became general in this man- 
ner. 

Following is a statement from the 
Postoffice Department which appears in 
the Postal Bulletin of January 19th: 

“Some postmasters have apparently 
overlooked the fact that precanceled 
Postage stamps may be used on first- 
class matter, under conditions indicated 
below, when a special permit has been 
obtained for that purpose. Any person 
desiring to use such stamps on first- 
class matter should file an application 
with the postmaster at the post office of 





mailing showing the average number of 
pieces to be mailed daily, weekly, month- 
ly, etc. The application shall be for- 
warded by the postmaster to the Third 
Assistant Postmaster General, Division 
of Classification. 

On receipt of the Department’s au- 
thorization the postmaster will issue a 
permit to the applicant to use precan- 
celed stamps on first-class matter and 
accept first-class mailings bearing such 
stamps under the following conditions: 

(a) The date of mailing and the post 
office and State shall be in a circle, 
which, together with lines similar to 
those used in a cancellation postmark, 
shall be placed by the mailer on each 
piece of first-class matter. The lines, of 
which there shall be not less than 5° in 
number, shall pass over the postage 
stamp so as to cause its further deface- 
ment. This is to be done by the mailer. 
A rubber handstamp may be used for 
this purpose if desired. 

(b) To facilitate the handling of the 
matter in the mails, the mailer must 
comply with requests of the postmaster 
for the facing and separation thereof into 
States, cities, etc., and present the mat- 
ter at such place as the postmaster may 
designate.” 





Chewing the Rag

ET’S start with the 1861 issue to- 
L night, Fred. 

Fine. I suppose the Civil War 
had something to do with that, didn’t 
it? And why are there two issues list- 
ed? 

It had everything to do with it. There 
were stocks of the current stamps in 
the hands of all southern postmasters 
and the government saw that quantities 
of these could be smuggled through the 
lines, sold cheaply in the north and used 
for postage with a big loss to the P. O. 
D., so they hastily prepared a new set 
and declared the old ones no longer good 
for postage after the new ones had been 
distributed. 

Something interesting in that connec- 
tion. Mr. Davis ordered the southern 
postmasters to turn in all their old 
stamps and they were sent to Washing- 
ton, a most honorable proceeding. Most 
of the postmasters did this, but a num- 
ber of them kept out “samples,” which 
meant a whole lot in some cases. That 
is why once in a long while some beauti- 
ful blocks of the 1857 high values have 
been turned up—stamps that were care- 
fully hid away and kept. ‘ 

One more thing. Mr. Davis did not 
send back the stamped envelopes on 
hand in the south. They were short of 
paper and had the envelopes overprint- 
ed “Confederate States of America” 
with other inscriptions for official use, 
and those covers are about as scarce as 
hen’s teeth these days. 

That’s mighty interesting, 
about that double issue? 

You bring up a knotty question there. 
Scott lists the two issues but other ex- 
perts claim that none of them were 
ever used of the first set except the 10c 
one. The plates were prepared in a 
great hurry and the 10c one was dis- 
tributed and used, but it seems to be 
quite generally accepted that before 
using the other plates they decided that 
the stamps did not look “finished” and 
so the little corner ornaments and other 
things were added, producing what 
Scott calls the second issue. The people

And, by the way, Congress in 1863 
passed a law making three cent postage 
on a half ounce letter effective all over 
the U. S. for the first time—no increase 
for far distant places. That law stood 
until two cent postage went into effect 
in 1883. hilatelists dug up that infor- 
mation, my son. 

Cut out the abuse, 
the grills and 1869s? 

The grilling was a scheme used by the 
government to break the paper so ink 
would soak through and the stamps could 
not be washed and reused. It was con- 
tinued into the 1870 first issue and then 
dropped as of little value, so about all 
that resulted was a headache for col- 
lectors in trying to make out the differ-

ever become a philatelist perhaps you 
can dig into the past and get the facts 
and make a name for yourself! All we 
know is that the officials thought there 
ought to be a new set and went to work 
on it. And if you think the P. O. D. 
gets abused for some of the commemo- 
ratives they put out these days, you 
ought to see what the press and public 
said about that 1869 set! 

Why, I’m astonished! What I’ve seen 
of them are beauties, except for some 
terrible centering. 

They are beauties; the whole set is 
handsome and the 15c and 24c are mas- 
terpieces of fine engraving, showing cop- 
ies of celebrated paintings. The 30c 
with its vivid coat of arms is enough to 
make any patriot stand up and salute, 
yet they were generally received with 
awful howls and it was years before 
their beauty became appreciated. 

Is that why the 1870 set came out so 
quickly after them? 

I guess so. Press and public com- 
plained, so they got out a new set of 
portraits and with some new faces among 
them, Secy. of War Stanton, Henry 
Clay, Dan’l Webster, Commodore Per- 
ry, Alexander Hamilton, and General 
Scott on that beautiful 24c. 

Those were printed by the Nat. Bank 
Note Co. Then the Continental Co. beat 
them out of the contract and took over 
the plates and printing of the stamps 
in 1873, giving us the “secret marks” 
set to distinguish their own work. Those 
are illustrated in the catalog, so we will 
not need to go into them. 

Then the American Bank Note Co. 
got the contract and so the 1879 issue 
emerged, the soft, porous paper ones. 

Say, Harry, just how do you tell those 
stamps from the rest? 

It’s easy. You hold a bit of blotting 
paper before a good light. You'll see 
light spots through it. Hold the stamp 
the same way and if the little light 
spots show in the white margin you 
know you have a Continental print. 
Also, if you hold it and snap it with a 
finger you will see that it has a soft, easy 
give to it, while the previous papers have 
a decided snap.

something or other rather than an honest 
effort to provide a desirable cachet. In 
such instances, the announcements are 
consigned to the Editor’s waste basket. 
This Porto Rico announcement howev- 
er got through and in so far as the 
cachet itself is concerned is a creditable 
one. What gripes us is the fact that the 
sponsors or someone else have taken ad- 
vantage of the mailing of these covers 
which were offered, to advertise a prod- 
uct of the Islands. This is hitting be- 
low the belt and we do not consider it 
good form. In fact, the offense becomes 
more grave in our eyes when we read 
the announcement card. 

On the back of the card we find a 
grotesque picture, purported to be Ponce 
de Leon. Alongside the illustration we 
quote “Had Don Q Rum been available 
in Puerto Rico at the time of the Con- 
quistadores, Don Juan Ponce de Leon 
would never have thought of his Flori- 
dan venture in search of the Fountain 
of Youth.” 


On the opposite or front side of the 
card is an advertisement of this marvel- 
ous Rum. 

Being only a poor Editor, we resent 
having this advertising announcement of 
the famous Don Q Rum flaunted in our 
face. Had the sponsors of this racket 
wanted to be fair in the advantage they 
have taken of our kindness in printing 
their announcement they certainly would 
have sent us a bottle of the real thing, 
rather than a mere advertising an- 
nouncement. It’s like giving a crying 
baby a milk ticket.

1926-27. This castle is situated on a pre- 
cipitous rock and was erected in 1348 by 
the Emperor Charles IV. It was adorned 
with numerous treasures of art, most of 
which, however, have since been re- 
moved. The castle is surmounted by a 
tower 125 feet in height, with walls 13 
feet thick. The church of the castle 
contains faded frescoes by Nicholas 
Warmser of Strassburg; the small chapel 
of St. Catherine, consisting of a recess 
in the solid wall, is inlaid with precious 
stones, and contains portraits of Charles 
IV and the Empress kneeling before the 
Virgin. The chapel of the Cross formerly 
contained the Bohemian regalia and 
other valuables secured by four iron 
doors and nineteen locks. This chapel, 
also sumptuously decorated, contains 
portraits by Theodoric of Prague (1375) 
of 130 saints whose relics were once pre- 
served there. Many of the paintings 
which cover the walls of the Karlstein 
are in oils, and remarkable in the history 
of art as among the first attempts of the 
kind.

DENVER 

As a prophet I have been pretty punk, 
but a good prophet cannot be stymied 
by a few mere failures. If any more of 
the ERRORS or UPS occur on the 20c 
bureaus it is my prediction that Denver 
will be the one to get the nod. Why? 
Dallas, Des Moines, and Detroit—anyone 
can see by the alphabetical arrangement 
that Denver fits right in here. What 
odds should I give before they go to the 
post? It is my contention that orders 
are kept for a while, till they accumu- 
late enough to warrant running and are 
then run in alphabetical order. Excep- 
tions possibly are for Chicago and New 
York and possibly Philadelphia and St. 
Louis, too. Orders from these places 
should warrant running as_ received. 
Maybe I am all wet on my theory, but 
there it is. 
REVISED CHART 

The new General Catalog as before 
mentioned has a revised chart of Uni- 
versal Styles. No numbers are changed 
but some are deleted. The one to go 
by the board that old timers will miss is 
U-7. Dear old U-7 is no more but is 
incorporated and classed as U-1. This is 
OK as U-7 was essentially U-1 except 
some few of the letters had a little dif- 
ferent slant to them in their make up, 
not enough difference to have two styles. 
There is considerable more explanation 
about the similar types in the new 
chart than in the older editions. This 
should be quite a help to beginners. Two 
new electro types added U-17 and U-18, 
none is filled in at U-7 so we only have 
one more electro type than we had be- 
fore. Are there any old timers left who 
remember when that old tall thin type 
from San Francisco was listed as U-14? 
No other city had one like it, either. A 
note that makes for simplification in this 
new chart but which is not carried out in 
its entirety is that in case of imprints 
reading in three lines like a U-type they 
shall take the U-type number plus A, 
thus Grand Rapids, Mich., large double 
line is like U-14 but in three lines so it 
is then U-14A. As said before, this is 
not carried out entirely for if it were 
U-5, U-72, U-78 and U-100 would have 
to be eliminated. U-5 would be U-3A, 
U-72 would be U-71A, U-78 would be
